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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-21 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method for three-dimensionally, optically measuring a measuring 
object by comparison to a reference object, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claims 1 and 1 1 . 

Regarding the above claims, the prior ait of record, such as US Pat. 5,777,742 to Marron, 
discloses the use of an interferometer to generate a holographic image of a measured object or 
device in accordance to interference fringes generated by the interference of light reflecting from 
the reference object and the measured object. However, the prior ait of record fails to show the 
rotation of either the measurement or reference objects (as per claim 1), or the rotation of the 
actual holographic recording of the stationary reference and measurement objects (as per claim 
1 1), in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims.
